SALT LAKE’S BIG WORK. 

RIVERSIDE, June 12.—About the 
busiest and most interesting section of 
the city now is around the south side 
of Pachappa Mountain, where a large 
force of Salt Lake workmen is dig- 
ging a deep cut and putting in an im- 
mense fill—the cut through the moun- 
tain and the fill across the deep and 
wide arroyo. It is a striking object les-

Robert Neill of Los Angeles Robbed 
of Twenty Thousand Dollars on Way 
from Europe to New York. 


A special digpatch to The Times from 
New York last night says; | 

‘Robert Neill, a resident of Los An- 
geles, arrived from Europe today on 
the Germania, and reported the loss 
of over $20,000 aboard the vessel. Most 
of it was in two drafts,: one for £2000 
and the other for £1800. Payment on 
these was stopped as soon as Neill 
reached shore, and got beyond the 
clutch of the customs officers. Pay- 
ment was also stopped on a note for 
£387, so all really lost was 
twelve £5 Bank of England notes. He 
left the money and notes and drafts 
in his pocket-bdook on a bunk one

his loss to the officers, they acted as 
though they thought he had been 
dreaming, and made little or no ef- 
fort to find the pocket-book or locate 
the thief. Altogether Neill will have 
cause to remember the trip for a long 
time to come. He reported dutiable ar- 
ticles valued at $150, but the customs 
Officers say they found his trunks 
filled with fine presents for Mrs. Neill, 
and when they got through with the 
baggage it was strewn all over the 
wharf. Neill was so disgusted when 
they demanded seemingly exorbitant 
duty on a pretty parasol he had pur- 
chased for his wife, that he broke it 
in two and chucked it overboard. He 
was penniless, and an obliging express- 
man advanced him $127 till he got 
ashore. Neill’s pockets were turned 
inside out, and he was hugely ° dis- 
gsusted when he left for his hotel. He 
resides at No. 1132 West Forty-sixth 
street, Los Angeles.”’ 
Robert Neill, his wife and bapy 
daughter, have -been residents of Los 
Angeles for a year past, coming here 
from San Francisco. They lived at 
No. 1132 West Forty-sixth street, and 
later moved to No. 236 West Twenty- 
seventh street, where Mrs. Neill and 
the child are now staying, with Mrs. 
Ernest Khodes, awaiting the return 
home of Mr. Neil, who went to Ireland 
about three months ago, to negotiate «a 
partial sale of his real estate holdings 
in that country. 

Mr. Neill was never in business here 
or elsewhere. He is 42 years old, and 
for the last twenty years has lived on 
the revenues of an estate left him by 
his father. This comprises between 
$75,000 and $100,000 worth of real estate 
in the city of Belfast, lreland. 

Three months ago Mr. Neill was ap- 
prised by his Belfast attorneys that he 
could make an advantageous sale of a 
portion of these holdings. In respon:e 
to this advice Mr. Neill sailed for Ire- 
land, and it now appears that he real- 
ized $29,000 from the sate of a portion 
of his property. 

To a Times man Mrs.. Neill last even- 
ing showed a telegram just received 
from her husband, stating as follows: 

“NEW YORK, June 12.—Lost drafts 
on steamer. Cabled this. Reply re- 
ceived. They are cancelled.” 

Mrs. Neill said: 

“From this telegram I infer that my 
husband will lose nothing from the 
theft of the drafts, but from the news- 
paper report that he arrived penniless 
in New York I judge that whatever 
actual money he was carrying with 
him is gone. I do not think this was 
any great amount, for it was a habit 
of my husband's to carry very little coin 
on his person As to the manner in 
which he was robbed I am, of course, 
totally in the dark. Upon Mr. Neill's 
return to Los Angeles it was our plan 
to resume our residence in San Fran- 
cisco. The robbery on shipboard may 
delay Mr. Neili's home coming. .Uniess 


Mr. Neill advises me not to do so, I 
shall wire money to him in the morn- 
is a pretty. dark-eye!
